Less than twelve months ago we wrote’ an 
article: under this caption, the object of which 
was to point out the impolicy .of withdrawing 
every vestige of a military force from British 
Columbia at a time when the uncivilized native 


population was abont ten times as great as that | 


of the whites, and before anything in the shapé-of 
an Indian policy had been introduced into: the 
country, and while yet anything buta good un- 
derstanding existed ‘in the miadwof the aborigines 
as to the motives and intentions of the “ pale- 
faced intruders,”-and' we warned the! Govern- 
ments, both Colonial and Imperial, of the prob- 
able effect the withdrawal of the military, small 
asit was, would be likely to have mpon the na- 
tive population. The guasi-prediction contained 
in the article alladed to has recéived—is still re- 
ceiving—a most practical and melancholy fulfil- 


.- ment, inasmach as to the known absence of. any 
. military force in the Colony is to be attributed, 
- jn a very great: degree, the recent Indian out- 


break at Bute Inlet. We learn from the Rev. 
Pierre Fouquet, who returned a few days ago 
from.a pastoral craise up the cozst into Russian 
America, and who visited alltthe Indian settle- 
ments on the seaboard of this Colony as well as 
those inhabiting the islands belonging thereto, 
that it was quite understood amongst these ‘peo- 
ple that the military ‘had been withdrawn, and, 
as they have it, the naval force too. -Now, any 
one who knows with what fear, almost amount- 
ing to superstition, the Indians view the military 
will readily agree with us in saying that had there 
been such a force in the country we should not 
have to record the painful fact that'a very large 
section of this Colony is now in the possession 
of savages who have, in all probability, by. this 
time murdered every white maninit! Whether 
the responsibility rests wigh onr late-‘Governor or 
with the Imperial Government matters very lit- 
tle tous now. It is enough to know that that 
foolish step has cost probably forty or fifty of the 
colonists their lives' and has involved the country 
in an embroglio which. may cost many more 
lives and is certain to entail a very latge éxpen- 
diture upon theyalready impoverished. and“ en- 
cumbered revenne. We have no fear , the 
ability of Goverhor Seymour to subdue the re- 
fractory Indians, and.bring*to justice thoge. who 
have imbrued their hands in the blood of the 


‘whites. But, that accomplished, it by no means 


follows that the difficulty is at anend. Our re- 
lations with the Indians will not be on a safe or 
enduring basis until every tribe is included in a 
treaty by which proper. rights are secured to 
them and a thorough ‘understanding is established 
between them and the whites ;.and such. an un- 
derstanding cannot be successfully brought about 
while the ccuntry is destitute of a military force, 
nor do we believe it would be of long duration 
without such a force, for a few -years at least, 
until sach time as the natives would: bave an op- 
portunity of assuring themselves that the whites 
would keep faii{i with.them, apd-that to keep, the 
treaty would conduce-to-their own ultimate. wel- 
fare. As we said a short time ago, the’ best and 
cheapest way will be to do the right and just 
thing by the Indians. And the sooner it is done 
the better ; for every year that we delay is only 
rendering the task more difficult and more expen- 
sive, while the present aspect of our Indian rela- 
tions myst prove most~ disastrous to the settle- 


ment of the country. In attempting to carry | 


out this great and, in many respects, difficult un- 


- @ertaking, we must, of tourse, look to the Home 


Government for material” aid. We must have 
both Imperial soldiers and Imperial cash ; and 
the sooner they are forthcoming the less of them 
will be needed. Let Governor Seymour, then, 
carry out to a successful issue what he has began: 
with so much promptitude and energy, “Let the 
perpetrators of the recent tragedy be-hunted up 
and punished at whatever cost. That accom- 
plished, let His Excellency obtain from home 
both a military and a naval force with a view to 
putting the Indians in a fitting frame of mind for 
entering into a treaty, once and forall. We do 
not mean to force them into a treaty at the point 
of the bayonet or the mouth of the cannon. Such

Just. But the position we take is this: From 
the peculiar character of the Indians it would be 
exceedingly difficult to make ‘terms witti'them or 
indgce them, in the first instance, to keep faith 
unless they were made aware that the Governor 
had at his disposal the tneans of compelling 
obedience to, and punishing the infraction of, 
the law. ]

THE BUTE INLET ROUTE. 





“We would not have deemed it worth our while 


to devote any more space to the discussion of | 


the nierits of a route which may now be consid- 
ered defunct, were it not that a Victoria contem- 


porary has provoked it by the insertion of the | 


following passuge :—“ The Forward had no dif- 
ficulty in steaming up to the town site, and lay 
at the wharf during the whole time of the visit, 
althongh drawing nine feet six inches of water, 
The New Westminster people on the expedition 
expressed their surprise at the excellent. nature 
of the trail and the large amonnt of work done.” 
As regards the allusion to the navigation we 
need only say that the Furward drew but seven 
feet of water, that she had nothing to spare in 
getting up to the “town site,” although it was 
flood tide when shé ascended the river ; that it 
was with considerable difficulty she could -be 
tarned, so narrow is the channel ; that when the 
tide went out she was left ard on, and was 
obliged to wait the rise of the water in order tu 
get-out ; that on the way down there was not an 
inch to spare in many places, the soundings show- 
ing only 7 feet, and that at low water a vessel 
half her size could not possibly be taken ap. 
The anchorage outside of the Inlet as well as in 
Such is the 
charaeter of the navigation that we are assured 
it would be impossible to take a merchant ves- 
sel up, and if a vessel of any considerable length 
were token up it would be impossible to turn it. 
Indeed it will be recollected that the str. Enterprise, 
when there last year, lay across.the channel 
with both ends hard on, and in this critical posi- 
tion goi her back broken! So mach for’ the 
channel. Now a word respecting the “trail,” 
so-called. We are informed by Mr. Maclare, 
city surveyor, and-Mr. Turner, both practical en- 
gineers of long experience in the Royal Engineers, 
that, so far from expressing ‘surprise at the 
excellent nature of the trail, and the large am- 
ount of work done,” the very opposite was the 
fact. The trail they declare to be~ utterly un- 


. Worthy of the name, and they express their as- 


tonishment that so little work has been done 


‘ considering the time and the number of men em- 
_ ployed thereon. 


They found a tvtal absence of 
feed for animals, and upon several parts of the 
trail they were obliged to. wade through water 
up to the loins, observing upon the trees un- 
mistakable evidence that at certain seasons the 
water is several feet higher. What Mr. Wad- 
dington dignifies with the name of “ bridges” 
they describe as the most inadequate and tram- 
pery crossings, constructed in the most unwork- 
manlike and temporary manner, and. even now 
falling into ruin. The trail over “ Waddington 
Mountain’? they describe as difficalt, with grades 
in places entirely too steep even for a mule trail ; 
and in respect to the rocky bluff at the terminus 
of the part ofthe trail, said to be made, they 
say that of course money and engineering skill 
would tannél the Alps ; but that for all practi- 
cal purposes they consider the continuation of the 
road in question an impossibility. And all this, 
be it remembered, is confined to the first fifty 
miles of the route. Beyond that puint they pro- 
fess to know nothing ; nor do we believe Mv. 
Waddington’s knowledge extends much, if any, 
beyond’ that poiat. Indeed, it matters little what 
may be the character of the other portion. /The 
extraordinary course pursued by Mr. Wadding- 
ton respecting this route can only be acovounted 
for on the ground of monomania ; and we would 
feel disposed to spare the old gentleman’s feel-

A Conflagration.

-} for some of \his grocer friends in Victoria. I 


repelled the insinuation with all the indignation 
at my command. What! I said, can you :sup- 
pose the high-toned, though’ in a small way, 
would commit sach an “infra dig.” in their own 
fraternity, or would that fraternity allow such @ 
thing, (here I was interrupted for an explanation 
of the quotation,) and I translatied it in the ele- 
gant diction of the immortal Chinook, ‘saying 
** Makouk,” and who would be the ‘‘ Makook” 
amongst themselves, No, I said, do not for a 
moment suppuse any of them would become tra- 
ders (knowing the contempt, with which they 
look down from their office stools on the whole 
community—but I kept that; back,)\I again 
gave an emphatic no! with all the solemnity 
that a long phisiog can give.

The Toronto Globe, a paper which may fairly 
be styled the Times of Canada, after quoting 
largely from an article which appeared in our 
columns upon the act of the Legislative Council 
in excluding the press and the public from the 
ball, concludes with the following paragraph.:— 


“The majority of the British Golumbia Legisla- 
tive Council must be made up of very short-sight- 
ed men. Neither in ‘Great Britain nor in any of 
ithe Colonies is the press excluded from reporting 
‘the Parliamentary debates. Technically there 
‘exists the right to,exclude strangers from wit- 
nessing the deliberations of Parliament, buat that 
right-is never exercised except when matters of 
privilege are beifig discussed. If the right were 
to be exercised in the exclusion of. the press, 
either here or in Britain, when Parliament was 
considering matters of. public interest, public 
opinion would speedily find means of bringing 
those exercising that right toa sense of ‘their 
error. From any point of view, the secret ses- 
sions of the British Columbian law-makers are a 


terests of the colony, they would gain by the 
fullest report of their doirgs.
